Paris, April 2.—It is said that She Russian forces in the engagement 
mear Kasan on Mareh 27th, numbered 1,000 Cossacks, and that the forces 
pf the Japanese consisted of about 1,100 infantry and 1,300 cavalry. 


Japs’ Hold the Road to Pekia, 


Tokio, April 3.—The advance guard of the Japanese army in north- 
western Corea occupied the town of Seng Cheng yesterday without oppo- 
sition. Seng Cheng is on the Pekin road, thirteen miles west of Chen Ju 
end about forty miles west of Wiju. 

When the Japs drove the Russians out of Cheng Ju last Monday the 
Rassians withdrew intwo columns, one going over the Kouksan road and 
ibe other over the Pekin road. 


Another Force uanded at Chemulpo. 


Seoul, April, 3.—Five Japanese transports carrying light «rtillery, cav- 
sury and infartry, have arrived at Chemulpo. 

The men are entraining .for Seoul. 

General Heragushi, the newly appointed commander of the Japanese 
forces here, has arrived. 


Skimtishes Along the Line of Advance. 


Seoul, April 3.—The Japanese troops advancing toward the Yalu river 
have had another action, repulsing the Russians smartly, over a score of 
Japanese beinz wounded i 

In connection with the engagemefit at Cheng Ju in North Corea, on 
March 28th, much fighting occurred in the town itself, which is a big, 
wailed place. 

It is asserted here that forty Russians were killed and wounded 
that a number were captured. . The Japanese losses are given as 30. 

wsyenty of the treops wounded in a skirmish at Kasan on March 26, 
embarked on Thursday upon the hospital ship Kosai Maru. 

They are doing well. 

The Russian losses on that occasion were estimated at fifty. {t is 
xeported in the same cgnnection that in another skirmish 30 men were 
sut off and captured.

Reported Movement Agains‘ Viadivostock. 


Paris, Aprii 2.—The Journal says it is rumored that a large Japanese 
force has landed atthe mouth of the Tumen river, one hundred miles 
southwest of Vladivostock, at the northeast extremity of Corea. 


Concerted Movement on Harbin, 


Shanghai, April 4.—It is creditably reported here that the Japanese 
are operating in an irregular lozenge shaped area whose corners extended 
to Antung, New Chwang, Kirino and Vladivostock. 

One force of 105,000 troops has been landed opposite Takushan in 
Southern Manchuria, and is marching north and Noerthwest. Another 
army of 40,000 men landed in Northwestern Corea, is marching toward 
the Yalu river. A third force of unknown number disembarked in 
Northeast Corea and is marching to the west. 

It is supposed another ferece will attack New Chwang from the south- 
west and news of an engagement is daily expected. 

The Yalu is thawing and the Russians are slowly retiring northward. 

Good authorities heré estimate that the total Russian force in Man- 
churia is 290,000 men, but this is probably am excessive statement. 


With Military Hoacrs. 

Port Arthur, April 2.—All i6 quiet here and there is nochange in the 
situation. The weather is warmer, and the sick and wounded are mak- 
ing good progress towards recovery 

The Japanese who were killed in the last attack upon this place were 
buried this morning in the Chinese cemetery, outside the town, with mili- 
tary honors. It is -hoped it will be possible to raise the Japanese fire- 
ships which were sunk in the attempt to block the harbor. 


Japanese Follow up Their Success. 


London, April 2.—According to a dispatch from Seoul, the Japanese 
have allowed the bullion pack train en route from Ninyan to Amser, the 
American mining concession norih of the Anju river, to proceed after 
considerable delzy. This indicates that the Japanese success at Gheng Ju 
or March “28th, was so complete as to allow them to make considerable 
advance, and further that the Russ ians are falling back beyond the Yalu 
river.
